The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday, 
Oct. 5, for the board’s regu- 
lar monthly meeting, and a 
handful of personnel mat- 
ters were approved. 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent 
Kelly Cobb, the board voted 
to approve employment of 
Kim Smith as a TEAMS 
contract teacher at New 
Brockton Middle School. 

Also, the board approved 
some support staff person- 
nel changes. 

The resignation of 
Samantha Gregory as a 
Pre-K Instructional Aide at 
Zion Chapel was accepted. 
Gregory’s last day will be 
Oct. 27%, 

Tim. Wehner. was hired 
to be a bus driver for the 
school system. 

Also, leave was granted 
for Chastity Jinright, a CNP 


worker at Zion Chapel. Her 
leave time is expected to be 
Oct. 2nt — Oct. 242 tenta- 
tively. 

Also, during the meeting, 
the board voted to allow the 
superintendent to move for- 
ward with bid process for a 
new 20-ton HVAC package 
unit for the New Brockton 
High School cafeteria. Due 
to the high cost for repairs 
to the current unit, Cobb 
said she felt it would in 
the long run be more cost 
effective to bid a new unit 
to replace the current unit. 

The board also voted to 
purchase three new school 
buses for the school system. 

Board members also 
voted to allow the CNP 
department to join a supple- 
mental cooperative bid for 
products.

Elba native turned author releases book 


Gunter Akridge never 
imagined he’d write a book. 
During his years growing 
up in Elba, he wasn’t even 
a reader, much less a writer. 

Ask any of his Elba el- 
ementary or high school 
teachers, and they may tell 
you he was a polite, shy 
kid. The ones who paid at- 
tention might have noticed 
he had plenty of creativity, 
some artistic ability, and 
more than a little trouble 
focusing in class. He would 
rather wander free through 
the woods near his home 
in the Lee Community than 
anything else — especially 
anything that would draw 
attention. 

Yet, just this 
Gunter Akridge released 
his first book, “Kill the 
Dragon,” through a publish- 
ing company he founded, 
Higher Perspectives Press. 
The theme of the book was 
inspired from the first novel 
Akridge read all the way 
through, “The Hobbit” by 
J.R.R. Tolkien. 

“The message of the 
book is partly my story of 
what I’ve carried that Jesus 
never intended for me in 
my relationship with Him,” 
Akridge said. “As grateful 
as I am for my upbringing 
in church, there are some 
things that maybe I wasn’t 
taught but that I picked up 
along the way that are for-

for His Church.” 

Church is certainly a sub- 
ject on which Akridge has 
a lot to say. After graduat- 
ing from Elba High School 
in 2001, he and his wife, 
Bethany (also an Elba grad) 
stayed in the area for sev- 
eral years to finish college 
and serve in local churches 
before moving their family 
to Savannah, Ga., in 2017 
to start a new church called 
The Dwelling. 

Since The Dwelling 
Church’s first service in 
January 2018, many of 
the people who have come 
through the doors did so 
looking for ways to heal 
from what they call “church 
hurt.” Hearing their stories 
fueled Akridge’s desire to 


cign to what Jesus intends 


write “Kill the Dragon.” 

“T wrote the book because 
I wanted people to be able to 
relate who are in a religious 
rut and feel stuck in their 
relationship with God,” he 
said. “Maybe they’re ques- 
tioning some things they’ ve 
been taught, maybe they’re 
questioning their faith. 
Maybe they’ve been hurt 
by religion. And they don’t 
want to give up on their 
faith, they don’t want to 
give up on the Church, but 
the reality is, they’ve been 
hurt.” 

Akridge said the book 
is not only helping people 
recognize “the dragon” in 
themselves but also realize 
that what actually hurt them 
wasn’t God or even people 
in their lives. It was what 
influenced those people — a 
harmful religious mindset 
that he symbolizes using a 


dragon. 
With nods to Tolkien’s 
work, Akridge paints a 


picture of a dragon brood- 
ing over stolen treasure, 
and using “dragon speech” 
to manipulate truth. As 
the chapters progress, the 
reader gathers the tools and 
the courage to face dragons 
lurking in their own dark 
corners. 

“J hope that this book 
touches many lives,” 
Akridge said. “I hope it

District #2 will be the 
official district designated as the second ‘majority’ voter 
district in the state, even though it will be closely divided 
between the races (Black residents will make up 48.7% of 
the voting-age population). The special master said an analy- 
sis showed that Pike, Barbour, Crenshaw, and Montgomery 
will all be in District #2 in a narrow strip that goes from the 
Georgia line in the East to the Mississippi line on the West 
side of the state. Representative Barry Moore presently 
represents District #2 but as a Coffee County resident will 
have to run in District #1, if he opts to seek re-election in the 
upcoming statewide elections.

Most 
people recover in a week or 
two, but RSV can be serious. 
Infants and older adults 
are more likely to develop 
severe RSV and _ need

Eighty Auburn Univer-

We could ring that bell 
and he would run right up to his bowl, sit down and wait 
to be fed. I sure wouldn’t have come running home to eat 
what he ate every night. Come to think of it, maybe he 
wasn’t so smart after all. 

Doc has long since passed on, and so has the bell, but 
he lesson still remains. When the bell rings it’s time to go 
home.

*** The Elba Tigers were expected to dominate Red 
Level last week in a region road contest and did just that 
as they scored touchdowns on seven of ten offensive plays 
to post a big 56-14 win in a game in which the clock never 
stopped after the Tigers jumped ahead 35-0 in the first 
quarter. The only plays that didn’t result in points were 
a pass interception, a 42-yard run on the last play of the 
half and a 60-yard run in which the runner tripped and fell 
on his way to a certain score.

There is a process for shortening 
a game when the score gets out of hand, and the AHSAA 
needs to get more involved and make a set of rules that 
have to be followed, and not just the wishes of the coach

*** Tt was a big week for the Elba Lady Tiger 
volleyball team as it swept past Kinston and Red Level and 
in the process finished the regular season tied for the area 
championship with a 5-1 record. The Lady Tigers knocked 
off perennial area power Kinston to open the week to 
move into a tie atop the area standings and then closed 
the week with a hard fought win over a very talented 
team from Red Level. There is still work to be done for 
the Elba girls, but after last week the Lady Tigers record 
stood at 9-2 in regular season play, 9-4 overall, while the 
junior varsity ended the season with a 7-4 record and the 
junior team closed its season with a 6-4 slate. It has been 
a long time since Elba had all three volleyball teams post 
a winning season, and it looks like volleyball has arrived 
at Elba High. 

*** Tt was not the best of weeks for the teams in the 
area as Kinston was the only team to hang a win on its side 
of the ledger.

*** Tt was a good week for area college fans as Alabama

While Georgia did put in a few very weak 
stipulations, former AHSAA: director Steve Savarese 
stated on a radio interview that it would “completely do 
away with the amateur rule.” Savarese also said there is no 
way to regulate or govern the new NIL rules, and predicted 
it will be out of control when high school athletes make 
more than the principal or superintendent. Another factor 
to be dealt with is when Alabama student-athletes start 
heading to Georgia or neighboring states to play so they 
can receive money for playing. If Alabama ever made 
such a rule I would expect some of the larger schools to 
become all-star teams much like IMG, in Florida.

Elba Tigers are back at home 


The Elba Tigers will return home Friday night for the 
first time in five weeks when they host the Georgiana 
Panthers in a huge region shootout. 

Elba owns a slim 7-6 series edge over the Panthers and 
last season posted a wild 62-28 win in Georgiana. 

“Games like this are why you play the game,” stated 
Elba Tiger head coach Mare Sieving. “We will be back 
at home for the first time in five weeks, expect a large 
and loud crowd to be on hand on both sides of the field, 
and both teams will be fighting to remain atop the region 
standings. It doesn’t get any better than that!” 

Georgiana will enter the game riding a six-game 
winning streak and during the streak has posted five 
straight shutouts. The Panthers lost their season opener to 
3A W.S. Neal 20-12, but since have defeated McKenzie

They will 
line up in a spread formation and sometimes have three 
receivers out in the pattern, sometimes have an empty 
backfield with just the quarterback in the backfield, and 
other times will have four wide receivers. While most 
folks pay a lot of attention to their offense and their ability 
to score points, the Georgiana defense can really cause 
problems. They have shut out five straight opponents and 
they use an attacking defense that blitzes from all over the 
field, races to the ball and has a secondary that can cover 
the pass. Their team speed is their biggest weapon, along 
with their aggressiveness on both sides of the ball.” 

“We know that Georgiana will come down here Friday 
night looking to make a statement to everyone all across 
the state,” said Coach Sieving, “and they have to feel like 
a win over us will give them the region title. We know 
we have to beat them if we want to win the region title, 
and even though we have some quality opponents left on 
the schedule, this is a must win game if we are going to 
achieve one of our goals.” 

“For us to win Friday night we will need to execute on 
offense and defense,” added Sieving. “On offense we will 
have to pick up their blitzes and defensive changes, and 
over on defense we will have to contain their quarterback, 
play well in the secondary and take charge at the line of 
scrimmage. This will be a four quarter game and we will 
need to play well all four quarters to get a win. The game 
is at home, is our first home game in five weeks and we 
are all excited to be back at home and playing Georgiana.”

The Zion Chapel Rebels battled the highly-favored 
G.W. Long Rebels on even terms through two quarters 
last Thursday night in a key region road game, 
but couldn’t overcome penalties and miscues in the 
second half and dropped a hard fought 36-20 decision. 

“The guys fought hard,” stated Zion Chapel head 
coach Cody Keene, Jr., in a postgame interview with 
The Dothan Eagle. “That is what our program is being 
built on, build in the weight room and man-to-man 
football. It is being built on toughness.” 

Zion Chapel gave the fans a preview of things to 
come on its initial series and promptly headed down 
the field as the Rebels went 63 yards in eight plays 
and ate up over seven minutes off the clock to get on 
the scoreboard. A 29-yard run by Mason Stuart and a 
16-yard gallop by Micah Fuller were key plays in the 
log scoring drive, while it was Stuart that capped the 
drive with a l-yard touchdown run. The extra-point 
attempt was blocked, but with 4:46 left in the first 
quarter the Rebels were on top early 6-0. 

G.W. Long answered quickly and took a 7-6 lead 
with 2:47 remaining in the quarter on a 7-yard run by 
Bryson Hughes and the extra-point by Romah Daniel, 
and upped its lead to 13-6 early in the second quarter 
when Brayden Whitehead added a 7-uard td run. 
However, Zion Chapel came right back on its ensuing 
possession and went 80 yards in 14 plays and ate up 
almost nine minutes off the clock to regain the lead. 

The Rebels had to overcome a pair of penalties 
during the long scoring drive, but refused to be 
stopped and grabbed a 14-13 lead with 1:01 left in the 
quarter on a 3-yard run by Mason Stuart. Stuart also 
ran in the two-point conversion as the Rebels’ crowd 
could sense a big upset. 

G.W. Long didn’t stay behind for long; however, 
as it needed only two plays to cover 61 yards to the 
endzone, with the score coming on a 44-yard pass 
from Hughes to Whitehead. Hughes connected with 
Blayne Wood for a two-point conversion, and with 
36-seconds left in the half G.W. Long was back on 
top 21-14. 

Zion Chapel again surprised G.W. Long as it raced 
right back down the field to score on a three-play, 
26-second drive. Stuart passed to Fuller in the first 
two plays of the scoring drive for gains of 20 and 11 
yards, while the Rebel touchdown came on a 32-yard 
td toss from Stuart to Kavan Brown. A two-point try 
failed to produce points, but at halftime the Rebels 
trailed only 21-20. 

Zion Chapel opened their first possession of the 
second half with three first downs and reached the 
Long 31-yardline, but saw the potential scoring drive 
bog down and was forced to punt. 

G.W. Long answered with a nine-play, 85-yard 
scoring drive to open up a nine-point advantage. 
Bryson Hughes capped the drive with a 34-yard 
scramble for a touchdown, and Hughes added the two- 
point conversion as Long went ahead 29-20 with 2:53 
remaining in the third quarter. 

Zion Chapel was unable to mount a scoring threat 
on its ensuing possession and was again forced to 
punt, while G.W. Long had no such problems as 
it marched 79 yards to get back into the endzone. 
Brayden Whitehead scored his second td of the game 
on a 4-yard run, and Daniel added the extra-point as 
Long upped its lead to 36-20 with 10:45 left in the 
fourth quarter. 

Zion Chapel came back to life offensively on its 
next series and quickly moved to the Long 29-yardline 
on a 41-yard pass from Stuart to Joseph LeGear, but 
again failed to cash in the scoring opportunity and had 
to watch the final seconds tick off the clock as G.W. 
Long escaped the Rebel upset plans with a 36-20 win. 

Mason Stuart rushed for 100 yards on 20 carries 
and completed 12 of 17 passes for 188 yards to lead 
the Zion Chapel offense, while Micah Fuller added 
65 yards rushing. G.W. Long was paced by Bryson 
Hughes with 168 yards rushing and 108 yards passing.
